Fie  said, 
that  these  men  must  be  sincere 
in  their  work  and  labor  under  the  in 
spiration  of  God.

Tliis  debate  marked  the  eighth 
which  Mr.  Tallmand  and  Mr.  Bergei 
have  participated  in  during  this  tour.

Individual  medals  and  trophies  will 
be  awarded  to  winners  of  all  events 
except  the  relays  and  women’s  post- 
ure parade.  Large  pennants  will  be 
awarded  to  the  schools  represented 
by  the  winning  teams  in  these  events 

There  have  been  a few  features  in- 
stituted into  the  meet  this  year  whi^ 
.should  go  to  make  it  of  even  greater 
importance  than  last  year,  both  in 
events  and  in  color.  The  program 
will  start  with  the  Grand  Garni-/ d 
Parade  of  bands,  officials,  and  co.n- 
testants  all  in  uniform.  This  parade 
which  is  imitative  of  Olympic  festiv- 
als, has  been  introduced  to  give  coloi 
and  athletic  festive  atmosphere  to  the 
big  affair. 

The  High  School  Penathlon  of  for- 
mer years  has  been  abandoned  and  in 
its  place  has  been  introduced  a high 
school  all-around  championship  with 
ten  standard  track  and  field  events. 

In  order  to  be  more  convenient  fot 
the  officials  in  conducting  the  meet 
the  schools  will  be  divided  into  two 
groups:  A and  B.  The  A group  wiH 
take  in  all  high  schools  with  300  or 
more  enrollment,  while  class  B will 
include  all  schools  with  less  than  300 
senior  high  school  students. 

The  prizes  offered  in  the  track  and 
field  events  are:  first  place,  gold  med- 
al; second  place,  silver  medal;  third 
place,  bronze  medal;  fourth  and  fifth 
places  will  receive  trophy  silk  ribbons. 

In  the  relays  large  pennants  will  be 
given  to  the  winning  teams.

The  “Y”  News  should  be  a semi-weekly 
paper.  About  this  fact  there  is  not  a doul>t. 
For  tlte  staff  next  year  to  make  >t  such,  will 
retjuire  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  new 
officers  and  entire  student  body.  It  is  indeed 
encouraging  when  fellow,  editors  “spill  ink” 
to  assist  us  to  better  our  publication.  The 
following  are  excerpts  from  an  editorial  en- 
titled “The  Y News”,  appearing  in  the  “Utah 
Chronicle,”  the  publication  of  the  University 
of  Utah,  for  Friday,  April  16th.  They  clearly 
show  what  the  semi-weekly  has  accomplished 
on  the  State  University’s  campus. 

We  note  with  interest  the  editorial  in  the 
“Y”  News  of  April  7,  in  which  the  reasons  for 
difficulty  in  publishing  a “live”  jiaper  at  the 
B.  Y.  l/.  are  set  forth. 

Charges  liave  been  brought  against  the 
publication  that  it  had  no  news,  and  that  its 
chief  function  is  to  repeat . announcements 
which  have  been  detailed  in  devotional. 

* * * • 

The  B.  Y.  U.  pulilication  is  issued  only 
once  a week,  and  tliis  causes  a natural  stale- 
ness of  news.  This  we  consider  as  the  chief 
reason  for  staleness  of  a college  newspaper, 
and  it  necessitated  a long  struggle  at  the 
University  of  Utah  before  two  issues  a week 
were  allowed.  The  resultant  increase  in 
“newsiness”  of  the  Chronicle  since  that  time 
speaks  for  itself. 

The  lack  of  cooperation  mentioned  is  an- 
other imiKirtant  cause  of  trouble.  There  are, 
of  course,  some  articles  which  should  be  re- 
leased to  downtown  papers  first,  but  the  great 
majority  of  school  items  are  of  no  vital  inter- 
est to  downtown  publications,  and  the  school 
would  not  suffer  a lack  of  publicity  from  giving 
many  of  the  articles  to  the  “Y”  News  first. 

That  particular  prejudice  has  been  suc- 
cessfully overcome  on  this  campus. 

The  announcements  seem  to  us  less  im- 
portant, because  announcements,  in  them- 
selves do  not  make  a college  newspaper.  The 
difficuty  would  be  overcome  by  a semi-weekly 
publication. 

We  regard  with  sympathy  the  ”Y”  News’ 
effort  for  improvement  of  their  publication, 
and  consider  their  argfuments  worthy  of  seri- 
ous consideration  by  the  “Y”  authorities. 

A student  newspaper  is  a valuable  part  of 
school  life,  and  better.quality  of  student  news- 
papers means  better  improvement  along  all 
lines  of  student  endeavor.

Again  Brigham  Young  defended  her 
title  as  state  champions  when  she 
took  all  five  sets  from  the  Aggie 
tenniseers  in  their  invasion  of  the 
Cougar  lair.  This  was  the  first  duel 
meet  of  the  season,  and  a signal  vic- 
tory for  the  “Y”.  At  no  time  were 
the  ‘Y’  racqueteers  pushed  to  win 
their  sets.  One  game  between  Dixon 
and  Thomas  went  ten  deuces,  but  the 
set  was  a 6-0,  6-1  in  favor  of  Dixon. 
This  set  was  particularly  interesting 
as  two  all-conference  football  men  met 
each  other  with  a net  between  them. 
Thomas  was  all-conference  quarter- 
back for  the  Aggies  last  year,  and 
Dixon  was  all-conference  fullback. 
Dixon  had  no  difficulty  in  doing 
away  with  his  man. 

The  two  new  members  of  the  team, 
Don  Dixon  and  Ma>t  Mangum,  won 
their  match  against  two  experienced 
men,  Johnson  and  Darley.

The  first  part  will  depict  the  ancient 
life,  characteristics  of  warfare,  modes 
of  living,  etc.,,  of  Lost  City,  and  will 
be  acted  out  by  actual  natives — two 
tribes  of  Indians  have  been  trained  es- 
pecially for  the  production. 

Next  will  be  an  introduction  of 
Spanish  exploration  into  the  south- 
west, their  manners,  customs,  accomp- 
lishments, etc. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  pageant  will 
show  the  development  of  the  resour- 
ces and  industries  of  the  state  of 
Nevada.  A goddess  will  be  dressed 
in  specially  designed  attire  shoivig 
the  mineral  resources  of  the  state.  A 
mammoth  letter  “N”,  for  Nevada,  wdl 
be  illuminated  on  a hillside  a mile 
away.
